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FOREWORD 

Attention,  intelligence,  sympathy — such  forces  as  these, 
more  or  less  consciously  brought  to  bear,  are  the  price  we 
pay  for  the  coveted  thing  a  work  of  art  can  yield  us.  We 
recognize  this  with  regard  to  music,  and  we  time  our  steps 
to  the  measure  which  the  composer  has  chosen,  but  we  seem 
in  part  to  have  lost  this  habit  of  approach  to  the  visual  arts. 
We  are  given  to  demanding  that  the  painter  and  the  sculptor 
render  the  thing  we  want  in  the  manner  our  whim  dictates, 
or  we  will  none  of  it. 

The  works  in  the  current  exhibition — green  landscapes, 
ivory  hued  figures,  sculptures,  rhythmically  conceived  and 
intellectually  designed — embody  just  that  element  of  deli- 
cate strangeness  which  is  needed  to  remind  us  that  painters 
and  sculptors  too  have  their  own  terms  to  which  we  must 
come  if  we  are  to  find  anything  before  us  but  a  closed  door 
to  our  enjoyment. 

The  artists  here  represented  have  satisfied  themselves 
that  a  coincidence  with  nature's  visual  appearance  is,  after 
all,  only  a  coincidence;  that  it  is  by  no  means  the  only  reality 
available  for  a  work  of  art.  Quite  as  real,  or  more  so,  are 
those  responses  which  lie  waiting  deep  in  the  consciousness 
of  each  of  us  for  the  special  graciousness  of  form,  the  caress- 
ing quality  of  surface,  the  potent  and  dream-like  cadence  of 
colour. 

These  are  things  which  nature  provides  only  as  an  inci- 
dent— when  she  provides  them  at  all — and  the  creation  of 
them  becomes,  for  this  reason  if  for  no  other,  the  peculiar 
justification  of  the  artist  among  humankind.
